counties gathered to hunt on 
horseback for the missing. 
Tile raging flood waters, al­ 
ready ebbing swiftly, confused 
efforts to count the dead by 
washing at least two bodies 
from graves in the Sanderson 
cemetery. 
Three hundred homeless were 
fed and sheltered in 
a grade 
school. Up to 200 others were 
taken 65 miles north to Fort 
Stockton over the first route 
reopened.

Stripped of his seniority in the House because 
he campaigned for Barry Coldwater last year, 
Albert W. Watson resigned from the Democratic 
party and from Congress to run as a Republican. 
The special House election in South Carolina’s 
2nd District on Tuesday, June 15, pits Wat­ 
son against Preston H. C allison, a conserva­ 
tive Democrat. 
A knowledgeable source in South Carolina told 
Editorial Research Reports that Watson ma) 
win 60 per cent of the vote -- a real landslide 
in American politics. Watson not only has tile 
advantage of a strong personal following in his 
district but is riding the crest of accumulated 
grievances in South Carolina against

civil rights legislation. M oreoever, he is fac­ 
ing an opponent who is no more than a first- 
term state legislator, and a lackluster cam­ 
paigner, too.

IT WAS THE BIGGEST AND MOST DE - 
STRUCTIVE revel in Harlem's history. The 
Major of New York hurried from his home to 
tour Harlem in a sound truck, shouting: “Go 
back to your homes! This is not a race riot. 
All looters will be prosecuted.'' 
Harlem as one people booed the Mayor. The 
pillagers hastened their pace, each avid for his 
share of the booty. The Mayor made a series 
of radio broadcasts, speaking soothingly, insist­ 
ing that the violence in progress was not a race 
riot, nor part of one, but the work of vandals, 
scavengers, and opportunists. “ I am sorry if I 
am interrupting my program," the Mayor said 
in his most reassuring manner, “ but I am sure 
you will bear with me, because if I did not deem 
this of the utmost importance, I would not 
importune you at this tim e." 
Harlem's main streets were closed to traffic. 
The street lights went on, and suddenly the 
ghetto was a brilliantly - lighted enclave shining 
in the heart of a somber m etropolis. Five thou­ 
sand policemen and squads of soldiers moved 
through Harlem arresting looters and dispers­ 
ing crowds. The Mayor opened the National Guard 
Armory to contain the prisoners who were over­ 
flowing Harlem's jails. 
At 
dawn, 
the ghetto’s 
streetcorners were 
crowded with Negroes bartering their loot, 
selling bottles of whisky for a dollar, wine 
for 15?, and all manner of other paltry prizes. 
Five were dead, 500 injured, 
600 arrested. 
No accurate count could be made of the busi­ 
nesses that were ruined. 
THE MAYOR WAS NOT Robert F. Wagner, 
Jr. but Fiorello La Guardia. The year was not 
1964 but 1943. The account above is slightly 
paraphrased from a recent book on Harlem’s 


20th century race troubles. 
The Harlem riot of 1943 cam e six weeks af­ 
ter a Detroit outbreak of racial violence that 
had boon quelled only 
by tho use of federal 
troops from Fort Duster. It had been a year of 
racial street clashes - - the /cot suit riot in 
Los Angeles, a four-day org> in Mobile, the 
razing of a Negro neighborhood in Beaumont, 
Texas. 
The riots of 1943 were somehow more under­ 
standable than those which were to come in 
1964. A wartime society had only stingily re­ 
deemed tin' prom ises that had been made for 
Negro manpower, but city authorities had not 
read the warning in the streets. 
Tw enty-one years w ent bv and the warnings 
were 
still 
unheeded. I ast summer the As­ 
sociated Press counted one dead, 141 injured, 
519 arrested, and 522 property damage inci­ 
dents in Now York City’s riots. The score in 
Rochester was 
four dead, 350 injured, 973 
arrested; in Jersey City, 46 injured, 52 ar­ 
rested, more than IOO stores lootedjin Paterson 
and 
Elizabeth, more than IOO arrested; 
in 
Philadelphia, one dead, 127 injured, more than 
IOO arrested. 
POI IC E in t he big cities are bracing them selves 
again for the unknown dangers of a long hot 
“summer. 
But except for meagre efforts b> 
federal, state, and municipal governments to find 
summer jobs for disadvantaged city youths and 
for beefing up of the police here and there, the 
reading is much like last year's. Adam Clayton 
Powell, Harlem’s congressm an, on June 6 said 
with

-- and a certain smugness -- 
“ nothing is going to be done to cool the summer 
af discontent."'

Mr. Larson, in making the letter to the At­ 
torney General public, said “ It is certainly to 
Mr. Callison’s credit that he turned such an of­ 
fer down.

by any financial attempts to influence their 
vote on an issue of great importance to the 
people of this country. But it is vital that

WASHINGTON — Reporting 
from McComb, Miss., last fall, 
I was critical of the fact that 
Judge W. H. Watkins, Jr., of 
the Pike County circuit gave 
suspended sentences to the ten 
white men who pleaded guil­ 
ty or no contest to the bomb. 
ing of many Negro churches 
and homes. I now want to re­ 
tract that criticism . 


In view of Jury failure to 
convict in flagrant civil rights 
cases in Georgia, Alabama, and 
M ississippi, Judge Watkins ob- 
viously was imposing the most 
practical punishment possible. 
Last month, furthermore, Judge 
Watkins showed that he meant 
business by slapping one of the 
"bom bers, Murphy J.Duncan,in­ 
to jail for violating probation. 
Duncan, the oldest of the 
white bombers, last October 
had 
received 
six 
months 
suspended sentence, two years 
probation, and a fine of $500. 
On April 24, one day after he 
figured his six months suspend­ 
ed sentence was over, he tele­ 
phoned M rs. Reesie Timmons, 
wife of one of the FBI agents 
who had investigated him, and 
threatened her. 


Then he telephoned Albert R. 
Stephens, 
his 
old boss 
at 
the Firestone Division Head­ 
quarters in New Orleans,which 
had fired him, and proceeded 
to berate him. 
Finally he telephoned FBI 
agent Timmons and told him: 
“ This is Mississippi and I am 
a 
M ississippian. 
Mississip­ 
pians have Ross Barnett (the 
ex-governor) behind them, and 
they can do anything they need 
to do and get away with it.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Timmons and 
Stephens promptly reported the 
vituperative 
conversation. 
Whereupon Duncan was hauled 
before 
Judge 
Watkins 
and 
promptly slapped into Jail. He 
lias a full six months to serve 
In the Pike County Jail, one of 
the hottest In the UJ9.A.— all 
because he forgot that, though 
his suspended ran out on April 
23, he still was under two years 
probation. 


—THE MILITARY 
ENCROACHMENT— 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
digging through legislative re­ 
ports which most Senators don't 
bother to read, has come up with 
some 
interesting figures re­ 
garding military encroachment 
on civilian branches of govern­ 
ment. 
He has found 41 generals and 
adm irals 
serving 
in 
high 
civilian positions, most of them 
at salaries higher than those 
paid to the Cabinet and in one 
o r two cases higher than any 
other 
civilian 
except P resi­ 
dent Johnson and Vice P resi­ 
dent Humphrey. 
Hartke has also found that 
on January 29, 1960 stand-by 
executive orders were drawn 
up to transfer much of the 
civilian government over to the 
m ilitary in case of war. 
Such vital civilian agencies 
as the Labor, Interior, Com­ 
m erce, and Health, Education, 
and Welfare Departments would 
be taken over by the military 
under executive orders already 
drafted and ready to be put 
into effect with the stroke of a 
pen. 
During World War II not one 
civilian agency was taken over 
by the military except the Coast 
Guard, which was placed under 
tile Navy. Despite the most dev­ 
astating war in history, the ci­ 
vilian texture of government 
was maintained. 
S e n . 
Hartke 
unearthed 
these facts while examining the 
White House proposal to set 
aside the law requiring a ci­ 
vilian to head die Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency and permit Lt. 
Gen. William McKee to be­ 
come FAA administrator. Gen­ 
eral 
McKee is now with the 
Space Agency, drawing a salary 
of $40,656, slightly more than 
the third-ranking civilian, Chief 
Justice Warren. 
—RULL CALL OF 
TOP BRASS— 
Due to the dual compensa­ 
tion pay, passed by the John­ 
son 
Administration last De­ 
cem ber, more and more gener­ 
als and admirals are flocking 


into the civilian branches of 
government with combined pay 
usually higher than that of a 
Cabinet member, who gets $25,- 
000, or a Senator, who gets 
$30,000. The President is paid 
$100,000, and the Vice Presi­ 
dent $43,000.

And Loses a Hat 
New York: - Tte flower - laden 
stage of tho Hotel Astor’s grand 
ballroom at the vortex of Times 
Square

along way from 
Minneapolis, but last Wednesday 
morning Hubert Humphrey was at 
home there with old later friends 
who had sought him out when he 
was a school teacher, helped to 
elect 
him mayor, senator and 
finally vice-president. 
A few minutes after he took to 
the podium, he told of his phone 
conversation with the twin space­ 
men, Majors White and McDlvltt, 
and said of one of the men on 
the platform here; 
“ I must say that the only one I 
know who gets more calls from 
the President than these astro­ 
nauts is Alex Rose.” 
The crowd cheered. 
Then suddenly tte gaiety, 
the 
beam and gleam, left Mr. Humph­ 
rey’s face. He spoke of tte grim 
day of John Kennedy's assassin­ 
ation. 
“ One of the first things the new 
President did,” said the vice 
president som terly, “ was to give 
me a list of several names and 
asked me to phone these people 
and tell them to stand by, for the 
President would be in touch in 
case he needed them for advice 
and enllghtment for the welfare 
of the country. 
“ One of the names on this list 
was Alex Rose.” 
Mr. Humphrey then pointed to a 
tall man on the platform, adding, 
“ And his advice h;is teen sought 
many times since then.” 
Thus it had gone all Wednesday 
morning during which the United

opened its 12th convention. Mr, 
Rose was Introduced as a man 
often consulted by tin* nation's 
leaders when political nomina­ 
tions are in order. 
Mayor Wagner, who preceded 
Humphrey at the podium, dis­ 
closed that he had sought Alex 
Rose's advice many times — and 
always 
it 
was 
sagacious and 
shrewdly strategic. 
“ Alex Rose 
is 
A-Okay, Go, 
Go, Go,” said the tense mayor 
with one of the first public grins 
he has allowed himself in weeks. 
Who is this Alex Rose? Who 
is this confidant of presidents, 
vice-presidents and mayors — 
a man obviously now one of tho 
nation's most powerful figures 
Im* ca use of these intimacies? 
Though little known outside of 
this state, te is la te r's most suc­ 
cessful oolitical “ leader.” 


He is tte personification of 
labor's dynamic political 
in­ 
fluence In the land — during an 
era when the labor leader 
of 
yesterday Is the prime minister, 
the national president, the ho ad of 
a powerful party in the free world 
of today and tomorrow. 
He is history on the hoof. He 
has proven what can be done by 
applying the sagacious techniques 
of the collective bar gaining table 
to national politics. 
For, officially he is the presi­ 
dent of a blkini-si/.ed union. At 
most the hatters have 
some 
30,000 to 35,000 members in 
the continental U.S., Puerto Rico 
and Canada. 
His union has no vast central 
fund. In fact, Mr, Rose boasts of 
the union's deficit - - something 
virtually no otter later organi­ 
zation can do.

CHARLESTON — This year 
many of our livestock produc­ 
e r s have planted an ac reag e of 
sudangrass o r a sorghum-su- 
dan hybrid for sum m er ju s tu re . 
T7ie.se crops can provide m ore 
good-quality 
pasture 
from a 
sm all acreag e than any other 
su m m e r pasture crop we have, 
but at the sam e tim e we should 
take precautions to avoid p ru s­ 
sic acid poisoning. T here is no 
doubt that the total value r e ­ 
ceived from this type of p as­ 
tu re has far outweighed such 
cattle lo sse s a s have oc cu rred , 
but this is small comfort if you 
a r e the one who lo ses an im als. 
Some of the sorghum -sudan 
hybrids a r e higher in p ru ssic 
acid potential than sudan, but on 
r a r e occasions even a low p r u s ­ 
sic acid sudan, such a s the P iper 
variety, 
can 
cause 
trouble. 
T here a r e precautions that you 
can 
take when grazing these 
cro p s that will greatly reduce 
the risk . 
Our past experience h asb een 
that if poisoning is going to oc­ 
cu r, it happens when the ani­ 
m als a r e first turned into the 
field — anywhere within a few 
minutes up to an hour o r so. 
So 
you need to take p reca u ­ 
tions when first turning cattle 
on to g raze, even if o ther ani­ 
m als a r e already using 
the 
p astu re. It app ears that rem ov­ 
ing the cattle overnight m akes 
no difference, but if they a re 
off for IO days to 2 w eeks, 
take the precautions again when 
they a r e put back on the pas­ 
ture. 
Turn one o r two trial an im als 
into the field first. These can be 
your least valuable cattle, and 
it is much e a sie r and quicker 
to rem ove arui treat one o r two 
an im als than an entire herd. 
S upervise the en tire herd for 
die first two hours after turn­ 
ing in, so they can be rem oved 
prom ptly if any show signs of 
being affected. All an im als do 
not 
seem 
to show equal re ­ 
sistance. Check with your v e te r­ 
inarian ahead of tim e and be p re ­ 
pared to give prom pt veterinary 
treatm ent to affected an im als. 
This is very effective if in tim e, 
but must be done quickly. Val­ 
uable anim als can well Justify 
the cost of having your v eterin ­ 
a ria n standing by while the field 
is being tested.

PropEnd 
Asked 


WASHINGTON— C ongress was 
urged to end cotton price sii|>- 
ports and acreage allotm ents 
quickly and com pensate cotton 
farm ers $1,8 billion* 
Tho 
proposal was made by 
spokesm en for tho Chamber of 
Com m erce of tho UhitedStatos, 
who 
said that It would be a 
bargain for U. s. taxpayers and 
put cotton farming on a sound 
econom ic basis as w ell. 
resttfytng for the Chamber be­ 
fore 
tho 
House 
Agriculture 
Com m ittee wert* W, B, Camp, 
a cotton farm er, who Is pres­ 
ident of W, B, Camp & Sons, 
B akersfield, ('alif., and Wal­ 
ton B, C arver, manager of tho 
Chamber’s Agriculture Depart­ 
m ent. 
Despite having spent many bil­ 
lions of dollars, 
and giving 
prom ise of spending many bil­ 
lions 
m ore, 
the 
cotton pro­ 
gram is “ close to d isa ster," 
Mr. Camp and Mr. ca rv er said. 
A rtificially 
high 
price sup­ 
ports 
are continuing to stim ­ 
ulate vast overproduction. The 
Cham ber's 
proposal 
would 
com pensate farm ers for lo sse s 
caused by rem oval of tho price' 
supports 
and 
would let pro­ 
ducers, them selves, tailor pro­ 
duction to m arket dem ands, they 
said. 
Tht' out' - shot com pensation 
would bo in the form of pur­ 
chase 
of acreage allotm ents, 
the spokesm en said. The price 
per 
allotment 
suggested was 
24 cents for each pound of cot­ 
ton 
the allotm ent 
normally 
yielded. Thus, a farm er who 
norm ally grew 10,000 pounds 
of cotton 
a 
year 
would 
get 
$2,400. 
In addition, Camp and C arver 
proposed that the government 
pay extra 
com pensation 
to 
farm ers who quit cotton farm­ 
ing altogether. This com pensa­ 
tion would be based on the sam e 
formula proposed for allotment 
purchases. 
They said the com pensation 
to cotton farm ers is justified 
on the grounds that artificially 
high price supports have given 
cotton farm s an artificially high 
value, which would tx* lost with 
rem oval of supports. 
Camp and Garver summed up

Van G older, 
veterinarian in c h a r g e of USDA 
anim al d isease eradication ac­ 
tivities in M issouri, aret 
A low er age lim it for offi­ 
cial calfhood vaccination—four 
months instead of five. 
Tills 
change is now in effect. 
Effective July I, tin* upper 
age lim it for official calfhood 
vaccination 
will 
be 
seven 
months (240 days of age maxi­ 
mum) 
Instead of IO months. 
The 
changes apply to both 
dairy and beef ca lv es. Purpose 
of the new regulations is to 
help hasten b ru cellosis eradica­ 
tion In the state, Oberst said. 
He added that research and 
field experience indicate that 
immunity is a s good and lasts 
as long In calves vaccinated at 
younger ages as It is when they 
are older.

Dr. G eorge ( ' . S t i l e s , shite 
veterinarian, in commenting on 
the 
d ecrease 
said, " W eare 
hopeful 
this 
Is indicative of 
p r o g r es s being made In the hog 
cholera 
eradication program, 
but we didn’t iinticli>ute that re­ 
sults would com e this fast." 
S tiles noted that cholera was re­ 
ported 
during April In three 
herds located in B ates, Osage 
and Saline counties. 


In reporting on general d is­ 
ease 
eradication 
activities, 
Stiles sa id that a total of 70,» 
489 
cattle 
w ere 
tested 
for 
bru cellosis dui mg the month 
of A pril. Of this number, only 
197 c o w s w ere found infected. 
A total of 44,423 calves were 
vaccinated against B rucellosis 
that month also. 


Concerning sheep eradication 
activities for the month of Ap­ 
ril, Stiles reported that 64,788 
anim als in 16 North M issouri 
counties w ere Inspected. Only 
one infected animal was found 
in this number and It was traced 
to a recent shipment from Iowa, 
S tiles said. 


There w ere a ls o 33,159cattle 
teated for tuberculosis and 63 
for paratuberculosls. Only one 
animal showed a in citive reac­ 
tion to the tuberculosis testing. 


Oberst pointed out that in light 
of the changes, all unvaccinated 
calves between seven and ten 
months of age should be vac­ 
cinated before July I. After that 
(Lite, an\ eiglit-month-oldor old­ 
er heifer cannot tie officially 
calfhood 
vaccinated 
against 
bru cellosis. 
He urged that ow ners observe 
the vaccination age lim its a s a 
way to earlier eradication of 
bru cellosis in the state.

Mont., the majority leader, an­ 
nounced after the vote that the 
leadership planned to keep the 
Senate in session Monday night 
in the hope of completing ac­ 
tion on the bill. 
Morse charged the program 
had resulted in billions of dol­ 
lars of waste through misman­ 
agement, and called it "a stink­ 
ing mess.” But he was defeated 
earlier, 54 to 26, when he sought 
to cut it by $443,170,000 to an 
even $3 billion.

seeking to cut the program on a 
“ country-by-country basis." 
The $200 million cut was the 
first opponents had succeeded in 
making since the bill reached 
the Senate floor a weekago F ri­ 
day. 

Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
was defeated, 53 to 38, Friday 
on an amendment to cut mili­

Stripped of his seniority in the House because 
he campaigned for Barry Goldwater last year, 
Albert W. Watson resigned from the Democratic 
party and from Congress to run as a Republican. 
The special House election in South Carolina’s 
2nd District on Tuesday, June 15, pits Wat­ 
son against Preston H. Callison, a conserva­ 
tive Democrat. 
A knowledgeable source in South Carolina told 
Editorial Research Reports that Watson may 
win 60 per cent of the vote — a real landslide 
in American politics. Watson not only has the 
advantage of a strong personal following in his 
district but is riding the crest of accumulated 
grievances in South Carolina against 
federal 
civil rights legislation. Moreoever, he is fac­ 
ing an opponent who is no more than a first- 
term state legislator, and a lackluster cam­ 
paigner, too. 
If Watson wins, the election will inspire re­ 
newed hope among Republicans of building a real 
two-party system in the South. Democratic 
National Chairman John M. Bailey already has 
warned fellow Democrats that the “ day of the 
one-party South is over” and that Democrats 
“must now start running against Republicans 
rather than Democrats.“ A big victory for W at­ 
son could backfire in the North if Negro voters 
take it as evidence that the GOP is becoming a 
“lily white“ party.

IT WAS THE BIGGEST AND MOST DE - 
STRUCTIVE revel in Harlem's history. The 
Major of New York hurried from his home to 
tour Harlem in a sound truck, shouting: “ Go 
back to your homes! This is not a race riot. 
All looters will be prosecuted.'* 
Harlem as one people booed the Mayor. The 
pillagers hastened their pace, each avid for his 
share of the booty. The Mayor made a series 
of radio broadcasts, speaking soothingly, insist­ 
ing that the violence in progress was not a race 
riot, nor part of one, but the work of vandals, 
scavengers, and opportunists. “ I am sorry if I 
am interrupting my program ," the Mayor said 
in his most reassuring manner, “ but I am sure 
you will bear with me, because if I did not deem 
this of the utmost importance, I would not 
importune you at this tim e." 
Harlem's main streets were closed to traffic. 
The street lights went on, and suddenly the 
ghetto was a brilliantly - lighted enclave shining 
in the heart of a somber metropolis. Five thou­ 
sand policemen and squads of soldiers moved 
through Harlem arresting looters and dispers­ 
ing crowds. The Mayor opened the National Guard 
Armory to contain the prisoners who were over­ 
flowing Harlem's jails. 
At 
dawn, 
the ghetto's 
streetcorners were 
crowded with Negroes bartering their loot, 
selling bottles of whisky for a dollar, wine 
for 15£, and all manner of other paltry prizes. 
Five were dead, 500 injured, 
600 arrested. 
No accurate count could be made of the busi­ 
nesses that were ruined. 
THE MAYOR WAS NOT Robert F. Wagner, 
Jr. but Fiorello La Guardia. The year was not 
1964 but 1943. The account above is slightly 
paraphrased from a recent book on Harlem's 


20th century race troubles. 
The Harlem riot of 1943 came six weeks af­ 
ter a Detroit outbreak of racial violence that 
had been quelled only 
by the use of federal 
troops from Fort Custer. It had been a year of 
racial street clashes — the zoot suit riot in 
Los Angeles, a four-day orgy in Mobile, the 
razing of a Negro neighborhood in Beaumont, 
Texas. 
The riots of 1943 were somehow more under­ 
standable than those which were to come in 
1964. A wartime society had only stingily re­ 
deemed the prom ises that had been made for 
Negro manpower, but city authorities had not 
read the warning in the streets. 
Twenty-one years went by and the warnings 
were still unheeded. Last summer the As­ 
sociated Press counted one dead, 141 injured, 
519 arrested, and 522 property damage inci­ 
dents in New York City's riots. The score in 
Rochester was four dead, 350 injured, 973 
arrested; in Jersey City, 46 injured, 52 ar­ 
rested, more than 100 stores lootedjin Paterson 
and Elizabeth, more than 100 arrested; 
in 
Philadelphia, one dead, 127 injured, more than 
100 arrested. 
POLIC E in the big cities are bracing themselves 
again for the unknown dangers of a long hot 
'summer. But except for meagre efforts by 
federal, state, and municipal governments to find 
summer jobs for disadvantaged city youths and 
for beefing up of the police here and there, the 
reading is much like last year's. Adam Clayton 
Powell, Harlem's congressman, on June 6 said 
with scorn — and a certain smugness — 
“nothing is going to be done to cool the summer 
af discontent."’ 
* * *

price tag on a Congressional vote to repeal 
14 (b),’’ Reed Larson, Executive Vice Presi­ 
dent of the National Right to Work Committee 
said. 
In a letter to the Attorney General of the 
United States, Mr. Larson demanded an im­ 
mediate investigation into the possibility of a 
violation of the Corrupt Practices Act in the 
special election being held in the Second Con­ 
gressional District in South Carolina. 
“ A Washington newspaper has reported Pres­ 
ton Callison, the Democratic candidate, as say­ 
ing ‘that he has turned down an offer of $10,00C 
from the AFL-CIO's Political Committee be­ 
cause it was contigent on his support of repeal 
of Section 14 (b) of the Taft-Hartley Act which 
permits states to prohibit the union shop. South 
Carolina has such a Right to Work law.* 
Mr. Larson, in making the letter to the At­ 
torney General public, said “ It is certainly to 
Mr. Callison's credit that he turned such an of­ 
fer down. I am also equally sure that no pres­ 
ent Congressmen could be 
or will be swayed 
by any financial attempts to influence their 
vote on an issue of great importance to the 
people of this country. But it is vital that 
knowledge of such attempts be made public 
so that the people can determine for them­ 
selves, 
just how far a small group of power- 
hungry people will go to thwart the will of 
the great majority. 
The National Right to Work Committee is a 
non-partisan coalition of employees and em­ 
ployers, established in 1955 with a single 
purpose: To protect the right of individual 
citizens to keep his job whether he belongs to 
a union or not.

Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
digging through legislative re­ 
ports which most Senators don't 
bother to read, has come up with 
some 
interesting figures re­ 
garding military encroachment 
on civilian branches of govern­ 
ment. 
He has found 41 generals and 
adm irals 
serving 
in 
high 
civilian positions, most of them 
at salaries higher than those 
paid to the Cabinet and in one 
or two cases higher than any 
other 
civilian except P resi­ 
dent Johnson and Vice P resi­ 
dent Humphrey. 
Hartke has also found that 
on January 29, 1960 stand-by 
executive orders were drawn 
up to transfer much of the 
civilian government over to the 
m ilitary in case of war. 
Such vital civilian agencies 
as the Labor, Interior, Com­ 
merce, and Health, Education, 
and Welfare Departments would 
be taken over by the military 
under executive orders already 
drafted and ready to be put 
into effect with the stroke of a 
pen. 
During World War II not one 
civilian agency was taken over 
by the military except the Coast 
Guard, which was placed under 
the Navy. Despite the most dev­ 
astating war in history, the ci- 
vilian texture of government 
was maintained. 
S e n . 
Hartke 
unearthed 
these facts while examining the 
White House proposal to set 
aside the law requiring a ci­ 
vilian to head the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency and permit L t. 
Gen. William McKee to be­ 
come FAA adm inistrator. Gen­ 
eral McKee is now with the 
8pace Agency, drawing a salary 
of $40,656, slightly more than 
the third-ranking civilian, Chief 
Justice Warren. 
—ROLL CALL OF 
TOP BRA8S— 
Due to the dual compensa­ 
tion pay, passed by the John­ 
son Administration 
last De­ 
cember, more and more gener­ 
als and admirals are flocking 


into the civilian branches of 
government with combined pay 
usually higher than that of a 
Cabinet member, who gets $25,- 
000, or a Senator, who gets 
$30,000. The President is paid 
$100,000, and the Vice Presi- 
dent $43,000.

RIOTS, RUIN, AND HELL 
All the Negro wants or deserves is the same 
chance the white man has . . . Until this is 
done, there are going to be riots, ruin, and 
hell. Since the white man knows the solution, 
why doesn't he stop beating the devil around 
the bush and apply the remedy? — Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell, Sr., Riots and Ruin (1945) 
IT WAS THE BIGGEST AND MOST DE - 
STRUCTIVE revel in Harlem's history. The 
Major of New York hurried from his home to 
tour Harlem in a sound truck, shouting: “ Go 
back to your homes! This is not a race riot. 
All looters will be prosecuted.” 
Harlem as one people booed the Mayor. The 
pillagers hastened their pace, each avid for his 
share of the booty. The Mayor made a series 
of radio broadcasts, speaking soothingly, insist­ 
ing that the violence in progress was not a race 
riot, nor part of one, but the work of vandals, 
scavengers, and opportunists. “ I am sorry if I 
am interrupting my program,” the Mayor said 
in his most reassuring manner, “ but I am sure 
you will bear with me, because if I did not deem 
this of the utmost importance, I would not 
importune you at this time.” 
Harlem's main streets were closed to traffic. 
The street lights went on, and suddenly the 
ghetto was a brilliantly - lighted enclave shining 
in the heart of a somber metropolis. Five thou­ 
sand policemen and squads of soldiers moved 
through Harlem arresting looters and dispers­ 
ing crowds. The Mayor opened the National Guard 
Armory to contain the prisoners who were over­ 
flowing Harlem's jails. 
At 
dawn, 
the ghetto's 
streetcorners were 
crowded with Negroes bartering their loot, 
selling bottles of whisky for a dollar, wine 
for 15£, and all manner of other paltry prizes. 
Five were dead, 500 injured, 
600 arrested. 
No accurate count could be made of the busi­ 
nesses that were ruined. 
THE MAYOR WAS NOT Robert F. Wagner, 
Jr. but Fiorello La Guardia. The year was not 
1964 but 1943. The account above is slightly 
paraphrased from a recent book on Harlem's 


20th century race troubles. 
The Harlem riot of 1943 came six weeks af­ 
ter a Detroit outbreak of racial violence that 
had been quelled only 
by the use of federal 
troops from Fort Custer. It had been a year of 
racial street clashes -- the zoot suit riot in 
Los Angeles, a four-day orgy in Mobile, the 
razing of a Negro neighborhood in Beaumont, 
Texas. 
The riots of 1943 were somehow more under­ 
standable than those which were to come in 
1964. A wartime society had only stingily re ­ 
deemed the promises that had been made for 
Negro manpower, but city authorities had not 
read the warning in the streets. 
Twenty-one years went by and the warnings 
were still unheeded. Last summer the As­ 
sociated Press counted one dead, 141 injured, 
519 arrested, and 522 property damage inci­ 
dents in New York City's riots. The score in 
Rochester was four dead, 350 injured, 973 
arrested; in Jersey City, 46 injured, 52 a r­ 
rested, more than 100 stores lootedjin Paterson 
and Elizabeth, more than 100 arrested; 
in 
Philadelphia, one dead, 127 injured, more than 
100 arrested. 
POI ICE in the big cities are bracing themselves 
again for the unknown dangers of a long hot 
’summer. But except for meagre efforts b> 
federal, state, and municipal governments to find 
summer jobs for disadvantaged city youths and 
for beefing up of the police here and there, the 
reading is much like last year’s. Adam Clayton 
Powell, Harlem’s congressman, on June 6 said 
with scorn -- and a certain smugness — 
“ nothing is going to be done to cool the summer 
jf discontent.’” 
* * * 
“ The AFL-CIO has seemingly put a $10,000 
price tag on a Congressional vote to repeal 
14 (b),” Reed Larson, Executive Vice Presi­ 
dent of the National Right to Work Committee 
said. 
In a letter to the Attorney General of the 
United States, Mr. Larson demanded an im­ 
mediate investigation into the possibility of a 
violation of the Corrupt Practices Act in the 
special election being held in the Second Con­ 
gressional District in South Carolina. 
“ A Washington newspaper has reported Pres­ 
ton Callison, the Democratic candidate, as say­ 
ing ‘that he has turned down an offer of $10,00C 
from the AFL-CIO's Political Committee be­ 
cause it was contigent on his support of repeal 
of Section 14 (b) of the Taft-Hartley Act which 
permits states to prohibit the union shop. South 
Carolina has such a Right to Work law.' 
Mr. Larson, in making the letter to the At­ 
torney General public, said “ It is certainly to 
Mr. Callison’s credit that he turned such an of­ 
fer down. I am also equally sure that no pres­ 
ent Congressmen could be 
or will be swayed 
by any financial attempts to influence their 
vote on an issue of great importance to the 
people of this country. But it is vital that 
knowledge of such attempts be made public 
so that the people can determine for them­ 
selves, 
just how far a small group of power- 
hungry people will go to thwart the will of 
the great majority. 
The National Right to Work Committee is a 
non-partisan coalition of employees and em­ 
ployers, established in 1955 with a single 
purpose: To protect the right of individual 
citizens to keep his job whether he belongs to 
a union or not.

32.7% of the 
nation's 4.5 million Independent 
enterprises 
have expanded 
since 1964, to furnish an addi­ 
tional 3.5 million new jobs. 
The businessmen are being 
asked, “ Please Indicate which 
two of the following four pro­ 
posals will be of greatest help 
to you and your community:

WASHINGTON — Reporting

In view of Jury failure to 
convict in flagrant civil rights 
cases in Georgia, Alabama, and 
M ississippi, Judge Watkins ob­ 
viously was imposing the most 
practical punishment possible. 
Last month, furtherm ore, Judge 
Watkins showed that he meant 
business by slapping one of the 
bombers, Murphy J. Duncan, In­ 
to jail for violating probation. 
Duncan, the oldest of the 
white bombers, last October 
had 
received 
six 
months 
suspended sentence, two years 
probation, and a fine of $500. 
On April 24, one day after he 
figured his six months suspend­ 
ed sentence was over, he tele­ 
phoned M rs. Reesie Timmons, 
wife of one of the FBI agents 
who had investigated him, and 
threatened her. 


Then he telephoned Albert R. 
Stephens, 
his 
old 
boss at 
the Firestone Division Head­ 
quarters in New Orleans,which 
had fired him, and proceeded 
to berate him. 
Finally he telephoned FBI 
agent Timmons and told him: 
"This is Mississippi and 1 am 
a 
Mlssissippian. 
Mlsslsslp- 
pians have Ross Barnett (the 
ex-governor) behind them, and 
they can do anything they need 
to do and get away with it." 
Mr. and Mrs. Timmons and 
Stephens promptly reported the 
vituperative 
conversation. 
Whereupon Duncan was hauled 
before 
Judge 
Watkins and 
promptly slapped into Jail. He 
has a full six months to serve 
In the Pike County Jail, one of 
the hottest In the U-S.A.-— all 
because he forgot that, though 
his suspended ran out on April 
23, he still was under two years 
Drobatlon.

Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
digging through legislative re­

garding military encroachment 
on civilian branches of govern­ 
ment. 
He has found 41 generals and 
adm irals 
serving 
in 
high 
civilian positions, most of them 
at salaries higher than those 
paid to the Cabinet and in one 
or two cases higher than any 
other 
civilian 
except P resi­ 
dent Johnson and Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey. 
Hartke has also found that 
on January 29, 1960 stand-by 
executive orders were drawn 
up to transfer much of the 
civilian government over to the 
military in case of war. 
Such vital civilian agencies 
as the Labor, Interior, Com­ 
m erce, and Health, Education, 
and Welfare Departments would 
be taken over by the military 
under executive orders already 
drafted and ready to be put 
into effect with the stroke of a 
pen. 
During World War II not one 
civilian agency was taken over 
by the military except the Coast 
Guard, which was placed under 
the Navy. Despite the most dev­ 
astating war in history, the cl- 
villan texture of government 
was maintained. 
S e n . 
Hartke 
unearthed 
these facts while examining the 
White House proposal to 
aside the law requiring a 
vilian to head the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency and permit 
Gen. William McKee to 
come FAA adm inistrator. Gen« 
eral 
McKee is now with the 
Space Agency, drawing a salary 
of $40,656, slightly more than 
the third-ranking civilian, Chief 
Justice Warren.

Center News 


CHARLESTON — This year 
many of our livestock produc­ 
e rs have planted an acreage of 
sudangrass or a sorghum-su- 
dan hybrid for sum m er pasture. 
TTiese crops can provide more 
good-quality 
pasture 
from a 
sm all acreage than any other 
sum m er pasture crop we have, 
but at the same tim e we should 
take precautions to avoid prus­ 
sic acid poisoning. There is no 
doubt that the total value re ­ 
ceived from this type of pas­ 
ture has for outweighed such 
cattle losses as have occurred, 
but this is small comfort if you 
a re the one who loses anim als. 
Some of the sorghum-sudan 
hybrids are higher in prussic 
acid potential than sudan, but on 
ra re occasions even a low p ru s­ 
sic acid sudan, such as the Piper 
variety, 
can 
cause 
trouble. 
There a re precautions that you 
can take when grazing these 
crops that will greatly reduce 
the risk. 
Our past experience has been 
that if poisoning is going to oc­ 
cur, it happens when the ani­ 
m als a re first tunied into the 
field — anywhere within a few 
m inutes up to an hour or so. 
So you need to take precau­ 
tions when first turning cattle 
on to graze, even if other ani­ 
m als a re already using the 
pasture. It appears that rem ov­ 
ing the cattle overnight makes 
no difference, but if they are 
off for 10 days to 2 weeks, 
take the precautions again when 
they a re put back on the pas­ 
ture. 
Turn one or two trial anim als 
Into the field first. These can be 
your least valuable cattle, and 
it Is much easier and quicker 
to rem ove and treat one or two 
anim als than an entire herd. 
Supervise the entire herd for 
the first two hours after turn­ 
ing in, so they can be removed 
prom ptly if any show signs of 
being affected. All anim als do 
not seem to show equal re ­ 
sistance. Check with your veter­ 
inarian ahead of time and be p re­ 
pared to give prompt veterinary 
treatm ent to affected anim als. 
This is very effective if in tim e, 
but must be done quickly. Val­ 
uable anim als can well justify 
the cost of having your veterin­ 
arian standing by while the field 
is being tested.

The new change makes the 
mike standards available for 
use without restrlctlo as, Also, 
the revision will Incorporate 
developm ents made since 1956 
In air - flow Instrum ents and 
testing procedure used to make 
mike readings for fiber fine­ 
ness and m aturity.

Extension 
Center News 


CHARLESTON — This year 
many of our livestock produc* 
e rs have planted an acreage of 
sudangrass or a sorghum-su* 
clan hybrid for sum m er pasture. 
These crops can provide more 
good-quality 
pasture 
from a 
sm all acreage than any other 
sum m er pasture crop we have, 
but at the same tim e we should 
take precautions to avoid prus­ 
sic acid poisoning. There is no 
doubt that the total value re­ 
ceived from this type of pas­ 
ture has far outweighed such 
cattle losses as have occurred, 
but this is small comfort if you 
a re the one who loses anim als. 
Some of the sorghum-sudan 
hybrids a re higher in prussic 
acid potential than sudan, but on 
ra re occasions even a low p ru s­ 
sic acid sudan, such as the Piper 
variety, 
can 
cause 
trouble. 
There a re precautions that you 
can take when grazing these 
crops that will greatly reduce 
the risk. 
Our past experience has been 
that if poisoning is going to oc­ 
cur, It happens when the ani­ 
m als a re first turned into the 
field — anywhere within a few 
minutes up to an hour or so. 
So you need to take precau­ 
tions when first turning cattle 
on to graze, even if other ani­ 
m als a re already using the 
pasture. It appears that rem ov­ 
ing the cattle overnight makes 
no difference, but if they a re 
off for 10 days to 2 weeks, 
take the precautions again when 
they a re put back on the pas­ 
ture. 
Turn one or two trial anim als 
into the field first. These can be 
your least valuable cattle, and 
it is much easier and quicker 
to rem ove and treat one or two 
anim als than an entire herd. 
Supervise the entire herd for 
the first two hours after turn­ 
ing in, so they can be removed 
prom ptly If any show signs of 
being affected. All anim als do 
not seem 
to show equal re­ 
sistance. Check with your veter­ 
inarian ahead of tim e and be p re­ 
pared to give prom pt veterinary 
treatm ent to affected anim als. 
This is very effective if in tim e, 
but must be done quickly. Val­ 
uable anim als can well justify 
the cost of having your veterin­ 
arian standing by while the field 
is being tested.

Cotton 
P ro p E n d 
Asked 


WASHINGTON—Congress was 
urged to end cotton price sup­ 
ports and acreage allotments 
quickly and compensate cotton 
farmers $1,8 billion. 
The proposal was made by 
spokesmen for the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, 
who said that it would be a 
bargain for U. S. taxpayers and 
put cotton farming on a sound 
economic basis as well. 
Testifying for the Chamber be­ 
fore the House 
Agriculture 
Committee were W. B. Camp, 
a cotton farmer, who is pres­ 
ident of W. B. Camp & Sons, 
Bakersfield, Calif., and Wal­ 
ter B. Garver, manager of the 
Chamber’s Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
Despite having spent many bil— 
lions of dollars, and giving 
promise of spending many bil­ 
lions more, the cotton pro­ 
gram is “ close to disaster,” 
Mr. Camp and Mr. Garver said. 
Artificially high 
price sup­ 
ports 
are continuing to stim ­ 
ulate vast overproduction. The 
Chamber’s 
proposal 
would 
compensate farmers for lo sses 
caused by removal of the price 
supports and would let pro­ 
ducers, themselves, tailor pro­ 
duction to market demands, they 
said. 
The one - shot compensation 
would be in the form of pur­ 
chase of acreage allotments, 
the spokesmen said. The price 
per allotment suggested was 
24 cents for each pound of cot­ 
ton 
the allotment ' normally 
yielded. Thus, a farmer who 
normally grew 10,000 pounds 
of cotton a year would get 
$2,400. 
In addition, Camp and Garver 
proposed that the government 
pay extra 
compensation 
to 
farm ers who quit cotton farm­ 
ing altogether. This compensa­ 
tion would be based on the same 
formula proposed for allotment 
purchases. 
They said the compensation 
to cotton farmers is justified 
on the grounds that artificially 
high price supports have given 
cotton farms an artificially high 
value, which would be lost with 
removal of supports. 
Camp and Garver summed up 


the bene fits of the program this 
way: 
“ First, the program will en­ 
courage the speedy retirement 
from cotton of those too small 
or too Ill-equipped to survive 
in the competitive production 
of upland cotton. Some of them 
will 
reorganize their farm 
opt rations and shift to more 
profitable enterprises. Others 
will move from farming to other 
employment where there are 
growing opportunities or to out­ 
right retirement. 
“Second, the market price will 
intensify the profit motive to 
producers, Inducing them to 
adopt cost cutting techniques 
and management practices. 
“ Third, because prices in­ 
fluence cost 
of 
production, 
especially on such capital items 
as land and machinery, pro­ 
ducers will be disciplined to 
reduce and keep in line their 
fixed costs In scale with the 
income to be earned from cot­ 
ton.” 


Change 
Procedures in 
Vaccination 


COLUMBIA — Two important 
changes in official calfhuod vac­ 
cination 
procedures 
In Mis­ 
souri’s brucellosis eradication 
program have been announced, 
according to Fayne H. Oberst, 
MU extension veterinarian. 
The changes, announced by 
George C. Stiles, state veter­ 
inarian, and L . F. Van Gorder, 
veterinarian in charge of USDA 
animal disease eradication ac­ 
tivities in Missouri, are: 
A lower age limit for offi­ 
cial calfhood vaccination—four 
months instead of five. 
This 
change is now in effect. 
Effective July 1, the upper 
age lim it for official calfhood 
vaccination 
will 
be 
seven 
months (240 days of age maxi­ 
mum) Instead of 10 months. 
The changes apply to both 
dairy and beef calves. Purpose 
of the new regulations Is to 
help hasten brucellosis eradica­ 
tion in the state, Oberst said. 
He added that research and 
field experience indicate that 
immunity is as good and lasts 
as long in calves vaccinated at 
younger ages as It is when they 
are older. Also, fewer sus­ 
picious and troublesome blood 
test 
reactions 
occur during 
adulthood when calves are vac­ 
cinated at younger ares. 


Hog Cholera 


Cases Decline 


JEFFEK8GN CITY — Dexter 
D. Davis, commissioner of agri­ 
culture, today reported a sub­ 
stantial decrease In the num* 
ber of hog cholera cases in Mis­ 
souri for the first five months 
of this year. 
There were 13 positive cases 
reported to the veterinary di­ 
vision of the state department of 
agriculture for the five-mouth 
period ending May 31, 1965, 
Davis reported, compared with 
70 cases for the corresponding 
period of 1964. 


Dr. George C. Stiles, state 
veterinarian, in commenting on 
the 
decrease 
said, “ We are 
hopeful 
this ts Indicative of 
progress being made in the hog 
cholera 
eradication program, 
but we didn’t anticipate that re­ 
sults would come tills fast.” 
Stiles noted that cholera was re­ 
ported during April in three 
herds located in Bates, Osage 
and Saline counties. 


In reporting on general dis­ 
ease 
eradication 
activities, 
Stiles said that a total of 50,- 
489 
cattle 
were 
tested for 
brucellosis during the month 
of April. Of this number, only 
197 cows were found Infected. 
A total of 44,423 calves were 
vaccinated against Brucellosis 
that month also. 


Concerning sheep eradication 
activities for the month of Ap­ 
ril, Stiles reported that 64,788 
animals in 16 North Missouri 
counties were inspected. Only 
one infected animal was found 
in this number and it was traced 
to a recent shipment from Iowa, 
Stiles said. 


There were also 33,159cattle 
tested for tuberculosis and 63 
for paratuberculosis. Only one 
animal showed a positive reac­ 
tion to the tuberculosis testing. 


Oberst pointed out that in light 
of the changes, all un vaccinated 
calves between seven and ten 
months of age should be vac­ 
cinated before July 1. After that 
date, any eight-month-old or old­ 
er heifer cannot be officially 
calfhood 
vaccinated 
against 
brucellosis. 
He urged that owners observe 
the vaccination age lim its as a 
way to earlier eradication of 
brucellosis in the state.

DELTA 
RESEARCH 
FARM- 
PORTAGEVILLE 
CARUTHF.RSVIliLE — 
The 
chemical weed tour held F ri­ 
day afternoon, June 4th at the 
Delta Research Farm six m iles 
southwest of Portagevllle, was 
attended by over 200 farm ers 
front the area. The purpose of 
this tour was to show some of 
the effects of using various 
chemicals under varying condi­ 
tions on different crops. 
It was pointed out by Joe Scott, 
Extension Field Crops Special­ 
ist 
and 
Dr. Raymond Hicks, 
Weed Researcher, at the be­ 
ginning of the tour, that the 
evidence of how the chemicals 
were acting at that particular 
time could not be counted as 
conclusive. 
In 
other words, 
some chemicals which may look 
real good today as far as weed 
control Is concerned, may show 
some 111 effects at a later time. 
In viewing tin? pre-em ergence 
chemicals, Treflan used as an 
Incorporated 
m aterial, 
con­ 
tinued to show excellent weed 
control except for wtld cotton 
(som etim es called velvet weed) 
and spina sida. 
These weeds 
are close relations of cotton 
and therefore are tolerant of 
treflan, as is cotton. A num­ 
ber of new chemicals were 
showing promise In the plots 
observed on tour. It would be 
Impractical to enumerate these 
Chemicals at this time since the 
final word on the value of weed 
control will be assessed at har­ 
vest time. 
Amlben continues to be favored 
as shown by plot tests for weed 
control tn soybeans. This ma­ 
terial is applied as a pre­ 
emergence spray. 
In observfbg the results from 
the use of DSMA plus Sur- 
facant, fairly good control was 
obtained 
on 
most weeds and 
g ra sse s. The degree of 
con­ 
trol varied with the size of the 
weeds and grass at time of ap­ 
plication. The larger the weeds, 


the poorer the results. 
One of the outstanding 
ex­ 
perim ents which has been In 
operation since 1061, was the 
Johnsongrass Control 
Pro­ 
gram . 
Cotton, 
corn and soy­ 
beans are now being grown on 
plots which were 100', Infested 
with Johnsongrass in 1961. Here 
Is the program used for John­ 
son grass control: 
The Johnsongrass is allowed to 
makg a growth up to 12 Inches In 
the Spring. Then It Is sprayed 
with 10 pounds of Dowpon per 
acre. After 3 days, the land Is 
plowed with a breaking plow. 
Cotton Is planted 2 weeks after 
plowing. Treflan Is applied on a 
broadcast basis for controlling 
the seedling Johnsongrass. 
In a case of corn or soybeans, 
It Is necessary to wait about 
2 l/2 weeks after plowtng,be­ 
fore planting. Eptan Is used to 
control seedling Johnsongrass 
in corn and Amlben is used to 
control it In so y b ean s. 
At the start of this typo of 
lohnsongrass control program, 
the 
cost 
for chemicals runs 
about $22.00 per acre. In 1965, 
the only cost for chemicals for 
cotton 
was 
tor the Trotlan 
which gave control on all the 
grass 
and all weeds except 
velvet leaf and spina slda. 
Since 
a number of farm ers 
are spraying chemicals over the 
top of the cotton (a practice 
not recommended') a number of 
plots were so treated for ob­ 
servation. 
Farm ers who saw 
these plots were convinced that 
this d o e s not appear to bo a 
good practice since consider­ 
able damage is showing on the 
cotton.
